‘Lebanese not 
seeking fight 
with Israel 
or terrorists’ 


There is no evidence that the 
Lebanese Army is actively engag- 
ing either the Israeli forces operat- 
ing on the border or the terrorists 
in the area, according to the O.c. 
Northern Command, Aluf Rafael 
Eitan. He told a Galei Zahal inter- 
viewer on Friday that the Leba- 
mese Ammy had been “pushed into 
ἃ position where it had no control 
over events,” especially on the 
western slopes of Mount Hermon, 
known as Fatabland. 

Aluf Slten said that the IDF 
was succeeding in its efforte to 
prevent the terrorists from re- 
establishing themselves in Fatah- 
land. The terrorists were trying to 
set up a base in the village of 
Shuba, which was convenient for 
launching operations against Israel! 
Positions on the Hermon and 
against settlements in the Hula 
‘Valley in Upper Galilee, The area 
was remote and difficult for the 
Lebanese to control, but the Israel 
positions on Har Dov dominated it, 
be said. 

Referring to reports that a Pa- 
lestinian or Syrian force had en- 
tered Lebanon, he said that this 
need not significantly endanger Is- 
Yael operations in the area. It 
could heat up the border, but Is- 
rael would “solve the problem as 
she sees fit, at the time which 
suits us and by the methods which 
we are trained to use.” 

Aluf Eitan said that recent ter- 
Yorist ambushes of Israeli patrols 
did not mean they had abandoned 
the tactic of attacking settlements. 
Just as all the terrorists entering 
Israel to attack settlements had 
been killed, those attacking patrols 
Were also suffering casualties, he 
said. 

Israel's use of artillery against 
terrorists was “of much value and 
had good results.” This was be- 
cause the terrain afforded the ter- 
rorists limited approach routes and 
observation points, which served as 
targets for Israel But he 
admitted that the IDF did not al- 
ways receive information on the

Allocations will remain 
unchanged δὲ 22 per cent in the 
Negev and il cent in the 


Mr. Weinshal told The Jerusalem 
Post that the greater resources will 
be directed to the Galilee for eco- 
logical reasons, since the coastal 
plain is overcrowded. It is also 
cheaper to build towns in sparsely 
popuiated areas rather than in over- 
crowded ones, where subways and 
other expensive facilities will even- 
tually be required to relieve con- 
gestion. Finally, the 
Galilee account for 


The Ministry will atso abolish the 
practice of building separate quar- 
ters for new immigrants, young 
couples and other categories, Mr. 
Weinshal said. Any person entitled 
to buy Government housing will be 
allowed to buy a flat in any quarter 
he wishes on certain conditions. For 
example, a young couple will not 
be allowed to buy a fiat of over 
7 sq metres. If they can afford 
such a flat they should not qualify 
for Government housing. On the 
Other hand, a family with three 
ehildren will not be allowed to buy 
@ two-room flat. Mr. Weinshal ex- 
plained that if they have another 
child they will be three persons 
per room and the Government 
will have to find a solution for 
them.

Normal work

According to Arye Shahar, the 
general manager of the plant, it was 
only because of Mr. Sabag's patience 
and perseverance that the commit- 
tee agreed to accept the authority 
of a Histadrut decision in the dis- 

ute, 

4 Mr. Shahar reported that the 
committee gave up its demands and 
accepted a previous offer concerning 
premiums and the gradual repay- 
ment of the advance loan which they 
received in November. He said that, 
with the continuation of normal 


work at the plant, he would with- - 


draw a complaint filed with the 
Beersheba District Labour Court, in 
order that the workers committee 
would not be held in contempt. 

The workers had occupied the 
plant from Wednesday night until 
Thursday noon after management 
announced plans to shut the plant 
down and send all employees on paid 
vacations, The employees left the 
plant in an orderly manner with 
the hope that work would resume 
immediately when the dispute was 
settled. 

After the agreement was reached 
on Friday night, the management put 
the plant back’ in operation, and re- 
gular work resumed yesterday.
